Judge Henry S. Priest, appearing 
Thursday before the Public Service 
Commission in behalf of the United 
Railways, said: 

“I don’t think {t's just to consider 
what’s right for the public in this 
investigation. The Commission should 
look at things from the point of view 
of the United Railways, and deter- 
mine what the investors have a right 
te earn, regardiess of what the pub- 
lic thinks. 

“The properties we own we are en- 
titled to control, provided we injure 
no one else, The public has a right 
only '& equivalent service for its 


nicke 
“The public has no further interest 


after it has been safely transported 
from one point of the city to another for 
5 cents. 

“Isn't the public entitled to comfort- 
able transportation?” interposed Presi- 
dent Hornsby of the commission. 

“Would the public expect to be trans- 
ported in private apartments in parlor 
cars?’ queried Priest. 

- Commissioner Waterworth inquired as 
to the company’s responsibility for sani- 
tation on street cars, 

“We can’t carry a policeman for every 
passenger,”’ said the lawyer, “te see that 
he doesn’t spit on the floor. “The 
United Railways, as a public service 
corporation, congpletes its duties when 
it carries a passenger safely from one 
point in the city to another for the con- 
tracted fare.” 

Intangible Assets Vague. 

The public hearing was held by the 
Public Service Commission at the city 
hell Thursday to arrive at a decision 
as to the value of the intangible prop- 
erty owned by the United Railways Co. 
The latter was represented by Capt. 
Robert McCulloch, general manager of 
the company; Richard McCulloch, his 
gon, and Bruce Cameron, general super- 
intendent, with Judge H. S. Priest in at- 
tendance as the United Railways’ coun- 
gel. 

Asked as to the value of the com- 
pany’s intangible property, Capt. McCul- 
loch replied that this was a difficult 
matter to decide. He said that the 
company was now carrying a burden of 
$60,000,000 bonded indebtedness, which 
had been assumed when the present 
Management came into control and 
that no additional burden had been 
created. The present management had 
not profited by the stock ownership, and 
no dividends had been 4eclared. 

Refers to Bankruptcy. 

Capt. McCulloch gtated very em- 
phatically that there was no way of 
escaping this burden, save by bank- 
ruptcy, and that this. would mean 
great injury both to the United Rail- 
ways Co. and to the public. It was 
hard to say just how the burden 
had been created, except that it 
represented the cost of the develop- 
ment of street railway service from 
the old days of horse cars onward 
through the period of cable-car 
service and then to the present elec- 
tric system. 

The present company, he declared, is 
to this day paying interest on the cost 
of the old service as far back ag 1869, 
when horse cars in St. Louis ran only 
from Seventh to Seventeenth streets, 
and when passengers frequently had to 
get out and help to lift cars back on

rick Bishop, in outlining his case to the 
jury. In his statement, the attorney 
did not attempt to describe the shoot- 
ing of James as he lay asleep in their 
flat, 4457A Lexington avenue, April 28, 
1911, but said he would leave that scene 
to the testimony of witnesses. 

Bishop declaired that shortly after 
Mrs. James’ birth, her father, a farmer 
living near Dow, Ill., was stricken with 
dementia, and!) was in an asylum for 
years. He saili he would show that a 
brother of the defendant suddenly be- 
came a raving) maniac, and was lodged 
in an Illinois ylum, and that a second 
brother is a victim of St. Vitus’ dance. 

Mrs, James Expressioniess. 

Mrs. James, garbed in the same plain 
black hat trimmed with 
white and et ribbons which she wore 





at previous segsions, sat directly behind 
Bishop as he [related the woes of her 
domestic life and the abuses which he 
declared she had suffered at the hands 
of her husband. Her eager attitude 
denoted keen interest in his narrative, 
but her face was expressionless. 

As the climax of the defense, Mrs. 
James will take the stand and tell how 
she shot her husband and what led up 
6 i: 

The first witness called by the de- 
fense was Samuel A. Weir, who said 
he lived at the Park Hotel in the 
winter of 1910-11, and knew James 
and his wife, who were residing 
there. He said that although he met 
James in December, he did not know 
he was married until two months 
later, when, for the first time, Ne in- 
troduced his wife. 

One of the first questions put to 
the witness provoked a controversy, 
which resulted in sending the jury 
from the courtroom. 

“What do you know of James’ con- 
duct toward his wife?’ Bishop asked 
Welr. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Ferriss 
objected, and at his request the jury 
was excluded while arguments were 
heard. Ferriss declared that lack 
of attention and mistreatment were 
no excuse for murder, uniess they 
could be shown to be the provoking 
cause of the crime. He was over- 
ruled by Judge Taylor and jury was 
recalled, 

Weir then said that James left his

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Charges 
against Judge Robert W. Archbald of 
the Commerce Court were unfolded be- 
fore the House Committee on Judiciary, 
which is to determine whether im ch- 
ment proceedings shall be brotght 
against the jurist. 

How Judge Archbald, in partnership 
with Edward J. Williams, a Scranton 
coal dealer, while deliberating as ‘a 
Judge on the “lighterage cases,’’ to 
which the Erie Railroad was a party, 
is alleged to have negotiated an option 
from that railroad for 42,000 tons of 
culm property to be sold at a $12,000 
profit, was related to the committee by 
Williams. 

The charge against Judge Archbald 
is that he bought culm of the Erie Rail- 
road at a very low price, afterward sell- 
ing it at a very high profit to an electric 
road. Culm is a dust thrown out from 
anthracite mines and was formerly con- 
sidered useless. Modern processes make 
it available, and the big accumulations 
at the mines are of considerable value, 
The scandal lies in the fact that he 
had property dealings for profit with a 
company always likely to appear before 
his court. The Commerce Court is not 
favored by Congress, and there are bills 
to abolish it pending in both House 
and Senate. 

Judge Archbald, accompanied by his 
two sons and his counsel, A. S. Worth- 
ington, heard the testimony, and oc- 
casionally looked at photographic copies 
of letters bearing on the case, one of 
them a letter in which the Judge told 
of his connection with the culm bank 
negotiatiofgs. 

In addition to that alleged transaction, 
Williams told of another deal in which 
he said Judge Archbald acquired an in- 
terest with him in an option on a mil- 
lion acres of Venezuelan timber land 
for which the Judge gave a note for 


Tries to Discount Note. 

Williams testified that he tried to dis- 
count this note with C. J. and W. P. 
Boland of the American Coal Co. of 
Scranton, who, at that time, had a case 
pending before Judge Archband in the 
Federal Court. 

The Bolands refused to discount the 
note, and lost their case. Williams 
admitted telling W. P. Boland that if he 
had discounted Judge Archbald’s note 
the case might have resulted differently; 
but he denied that Judge Archbald knew 
anything of his making such a remark 
to Boland. 

The testimony relating to the Culm 
Bank transaction included reference to 
an assignment by Wiliams of an inter- 

t in the options secured to W. P. Bo- 
land and a “silent party,’’ whom he ad- 
mitted, under examination, was Judge 
Archbald. 

Tells of Negotiations. 

When asked why Judge Archbald had 
been referred to as “‘silent party,’’ Wil- 
liams said he thought it was not lawful

More papers were distributed 
and sold and. the publishers said they 
expected normal conditions to prevail 
beforesthe end of the week. 

. Publishers’ Statement. 

The statement issued by the publish- 
ers follows: 

“The newspapers strike in Chicago 
shows evidence of approaching dissolu- 
tion. The body blows were given to 
the effort to tie up the entire industry 
when the mailers union by a vote of 
nearly 100 to 6 refused -+to go on a sym- 
pathetic strike and when the electro- 
typers union, despite appeals from mem- 
bers of the stereotypers union, declined 
even to vote on the proposition. 

“James J. Freel, presidemt of the In- 
ternational Stereotypers’ and Electro- 
typers’ Union, continued his efforts to 
force the members to resume work and 
to call off their strike, called in defi- 
ance of.his specific orders. 

“The officers of the Pressmen’s Union 
have started a movement to involve the 
entire country in the‘affray. Realizing 
that they have lost in Chicago, they 
have been sending telegrams, letters 
and verbal communications from New 
York to Texas and from Vermont to the 
Pacific Coast, asking the pressmen to 
get ready for sympathetic strikes. They 
have .also made appeals to various 
unions for financial assistance. In somie 

in 
other cities they were told that the 
unions would not assent to assessments 
and™that the Chicago pressmen would 
Kave to fight the battle themselves. 
Misstatements Charged. 

“The communications from the strikers 
contained many misleading statements. 
They ‘alleged that the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association at its re- 
cent meeting in New York had _sstarted 
& war of extermination on union labor 
in the newspaper offices of America. It 
was also set forth that a fund of $150,- 
000 had’ been raised for this purpose and 
that the Chicago trouble: was the first 
blow in the campaign. 

“No such fund was raised and no such 
war on unionism was contemplated. Mr. 
Elbert H. Baker of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association tonight took cog- 
nizance of the situation and sent the 
following letter to Mr. Berry:

Of 
this amount $6,437,641 was on deposit in 
$2 cities, each having @ population of 
more than 150,000. 

New York and Chicago, which rank re-

occupy the same relative rank In amount. 


wi of deposits, including Brooklyn as @ part 


of New York. The amount on deposit in 
New York is $860,385, in Brooklyn $301,683, 
and in Chicago $902,841, so that excluding 
Brooklyn, Chicago ranks ahead of New 
York. Great differences appear among 
various cities with respect to rank in 
population and rank in postal deposits. 
Portland, Ore., twenty-eighth in popula- 
tion is third in deposits; St. Paul, twen- 
ty-sixth in population, is fourth in de- 
posits; San Francisco is eleventh in size 
and fifth in deposits; Cincinfati is thir- 
teenth in size and sixth in deposits; 
Philadelphia, third in size and eleventh 
in deposits; Baltimore seventh in size 
and twenty-eighth in deposits, and St. 
Louis, fourth in size and tenth in depos- 
its.

So was the 
“young woman” wearing the rose and 
veil. Comstock tipped his hat. 

The “young woman” laughed hoarsely 
and lifted her veil, disclosing the fea- 
tures of Elmer Albert Casten of Wast 
St. Louis, one of Comstock’s fellow 
clerks. When Comstock saw the joke 
he slapped Caskin, on the back. Detec- 
tives Archey and Armhein who were 
passing thought a woman was being 
beaten. 

Whole Party Taken to Station, 

The other clerks, including four wom- 
en, had crowded around Comstock and 
Casten. The detectives took the entire 
party to the station.

Upper House Members of Joint 
Committee Also Favor Re- 
tailers Extension. 





DEADLOCK IS IN PROSPECT 





House for Alton and Mississippi 
Plan—Mayor Eager for 
Any Solution. 


A report of Council members of 
the Joint Free Bridge Approach Com- 
mittee, recommending the adoption of 
the Reber approach with the extension 
suggested by the Associated Retailers, 
will be made Friday to the City 
Council, according to Councilman 
Lehmberg, a member. An‘ ordinance 


} will be submitted officially designat- 


ing this route as the East Side ap- 
proach to the Bridge. 

This plan, followed the reading of 
Mayor KreiSmann’s special message: 
The Mayor urged the Assembly to pass 
a bill before June 10, definitely fixing 
the site of the East Side bridge ap- 
proach, and another bill before the same 
date calling a special bond issue election 
for Aug. 5. 

Bonds to the amount of $2,250,000 will 
have to be authorized for the comple- 
tion of the bridge. The Mayor said in 
the message that unless the approach 
site iS fixed before June 10 a legal reg- 
istration and special election cannot be 
held before January, 1913. 

The plan of the Councilmen in- 
dicates that the extension of eight 
miles to the Reber approach by using 
the right-of-way of the Denverside 
Connectining Railway, under a 99- 
year lease as urged by Delegate Roy 
Filers, has been eliminated from con- 
sideration by a majority of the com- 
mittee. If the complicated details 
are completed the belt-line extension 
stands little chance of adoption by 
the Assembly 

Effort to Advance Ordinance. 

An effort wi!! be made to advance 
the ordinance to a second reading in 
the C@uncil while members seek assur- 
ance from the House of Delegates that 
the measure will be passed by that 
branch of the Assembly, according to 
Lehmberg. Then the ordnance will be 
passed and sent to the House for ac- 
tion. 

The probable result of this plan will 
be that the House of Delegates will 
adopt the report of Delegate Mohrstadt 
and pass an ordinance selecting the Al- 
ton & Mississippi approach as the East 
Side routemand this will be sent to the 
Council for approval, according to 
House members. The Council will re- 
fuse to adopt the Alton & Mississippi 
approach and the ‘House will refuse to 
yield to the city administration in nam- 
ing the Reber approach, thus creating 
a deadlock. 

Four Voted Against It. 

Four members of the Council voted 
against the Reber approach at a 
former consideration of that measure. 
Three members are said to be un- 
decided. A change of 3 votes will 
make the necessary majority to pass 
the Alton & Mississippi ordinance in 
the Council. 

An overwhelming majority of the 
members of the House are on record 
as opponents of the Reber approach. 
If they continue their Stand the dead- 
tock will likely continue unless 3 
members of the Council can be won 
over to the Alton & Mississippi ap- 
proach, which would. break the dead- 
lock, 

Mayor Kreismann favors the adop- 
tion of.the Reber approach as against 
al] others mentioned, but it is con- 
sidered by assembdlymen likely that he 
would veto any approach selected by 
the Assembly. If he uses his veto power 
after an approach is adopted it would 
result in his administration going out 
of office at the end of the term with- 
out an approach being selected. 

The Associated Retailers recommended 
the adoption of the Reber approach 
with an extension having a terminus 
outside of East St. Louis, and an ele- 
vated structure across the Terminal! 
Belt. The proposed ordinance of the 
Council members of the committee will 
recommend the Reber approach with 
the extension, but will provide for a 
grade crossing» at the Terminal Belt.

INDICT @WNERS 
IS CHIEF'S PLAN 


Why doesn’t the grand jury indict 
some owners of lid clubs while it is in- 
dicting, instead of merely trying to fix 
the guilt on bartenders and waiters?”’ 

This wes the comment of Chief of 
Police Young when asked Thursday by 
the Post-Dispatch for a reply to the 
grand jury’s criticism of the Police De- 
partment’s methods in prosecuting ld 
clubs. 

“IT have nothing to say in criticism 
of the grand jury, nor will I reply to 
its criticism of the police. As a matter 
of public information, however, I will 
say that we have done our ful] duty 
in regard to the clubs and will continue 
to do so. 

Have Collected Pvidence. 

“We can do nothing but collect and 
present evidence, and we have done 
that to the best of our ability. Fur- 
ther steps in the prosecution are not 
within our province. 

“Of course, I do not know who is 
indicted, but I understand all the ‘men 
higher up’ have escaped for the pres- 
ent. In such a case the employes in- 
dicted will only be fined,. and their 
fines will be paid by their employers, 
the owners, who will go on operating 
the clubs. It seems to me that the log- 
ical action would be to indict a few 
owners.” 

The grand jury’s criticism of the 
police is contained in the following 
paragraph, taken from the report 
made Wednesday: 

“Our investigation has convinced 
ua that the Police Department has 
not done its full duty in trying to 
suppress these illegal saloons, inas- 
much as its activities were intermit- 
tent and not continuous.” 


Prosecutor Criticized. 
In the following language the grand 
jury comments on the conduct of Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Sidener and the courts 
for their failure to bring about more 
prosecutions and convictions in lid club 
cases: 
“During our investigation we were 
struck with the leniency with which the 
majority of these cases were treated by 
the courts and the #rosecuting Attor- 
ney’s office, many being dismissed on 
payment of costs which usually amount- 
ed to less than $10 and never exceeded 
$25. We were also impressed with the 
sureness of conviction where the cases 
were tried."’ 
The grand jury summarized its find- 
ings thus: 
“Our investigation has convinced us: 
1. That Hid clubs are illegal dram- 
Mhops, which cater to the immoral and 
vicious element in our community, and

Sidener’s reply was that he had no 
apology to offer and that he did not care 
to begin a controversy with the Grand

“The 
chartered club of standing and the 
small social clubs where expenses are 
shared equally are not operated for 
profit. The lid clubs are. That’s the 
great distinction. 

“The lid clubs get charters from 
somebody who seems to be in the char- 
ter business and are conducted solely 
for the profit of one or a few individ- 
uals. They do not feel compelled to 
obey any of the laws governing saloons. 
They disregard closing hours and other 
regulations. They have come in place 
of the hated winerooms of _ several 
years ago, and in many respects are 
worse than their predecessors. 

Most Serious Menace. 

‘IT consider the lid clubs the most Se- 
rious menace to the city’s moral wel- 
fare and regret that a more general in- 
terest in their abolition cannot be 
aroused. A city can be no better than 
its citizens, and if we permit such dens 
of vice to continue we cannot expect 
our citizenship to be classed as high. 

‘There is still a great deal to be done, 
however. I wish I could convince all 
citizens of the evil these clubs do in 
enticing the girls who are to be the 
wives and mothers of the future. There 
is a long and hard fight to be waged 
before we can toll the bell for the 
death of this great vice.”

LIBRARY KILLS BUSINESS 





Manager Declares There Is Not 
Enough Trade Here to Keep 
One Big Place Busy. 


In discussing with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday some reasons for the 
failure of the Jett Book and Stationery 
Co., William H. Woolcock, who had 
been manager of the book store since 
it was taken over by a corporation, of 
which Charles H. Hopkins was the head, 
a year ago, declared that books have be- 
come like strawberries—perishable 
goods. 

The failure of the Jett book store was 
a surprise to hundreds of St. Louisans 
who have been regular buyers there. It 


}had been established for 30 years, was 


known to the great majority of book 


7 readers and had hundreds of customers 


who had been customers almost since 


- 


the store was started. 
Attitude of Public. 

In the bankruptcy petition which was 
filed in the United States District 
Court, Wednesday, the assets of the 
company were given as $30,955.03, while 
the liabilities were only $16,346.25. Gen- 
erally when a firm goes into bank- 
ruptcy its liabilities far exceed its 
assets. 

“Yes,” agreed Woolcock, “we had the 
goods on the shelves, but they are 
perishable goods. Books «today must 
be moved as quickly as fruit: They de- 
preciate like eggs, only you cannot 
put them into coid storage to preserve 
them. They must be disposed of at 
once. 

“The attitude of the reading public 
is not at all in sympathy with the 
method in which a book store today 
must be conducted to be a success. The 
public looks upon a book store as a 
place where time is not in question. 
It wants to browse, take things leis- 
urely and pay when it gets ready. 

Readers’ Taste Uncertain, 

“When we took charge of the Jett 
Book Store we tried to introduce mod- 
ern business methods. But we found 
there were hundreds of persons who had 
been trading with the store for many 
years, who were friends of the former 
proprietor and who regarded themselves 
as more or less part of the institution. 
These persons were accustomed to get- 
ting little favors. They had grown used 
to getting discounts. We had cut the 
prices down to the lowest possible gen- 
eral level, and it was hard to explain 
to these old customers of the store why 
favors could no longer be extended to 
them. 

“The greatest difficulties with which 
the modern book store has to contend 
are the growth and efficiency of the 
public libraries, the encroachments of 
the department stores, the falling off 
in the sale of standard works and the 
very uncertain taste of the readers of 
popular fiction. 

Can’t Return Books, 

“Almost the entire business of a 
modern book store is in popular 
fiction. And these. are the books that 
are so perishable. Yet every year 
the book store man must have from 
two to three thousand different books 
of this kind. Two-thirds of these 
never sell more than a few copies. 
Some never sell at all. The best of 
them only sell while. the publishers 
continue their advertising campaign. 

“The dealer cannot return books, 
and when there is a big run on one 
of the best sellers, it hurts the gen- 
eral business. A dealer can only 
guess which ones are going to sell. 
There is no Hterary standard to 
by. The “Winning of Barbara 
Worth,” by Harold Bell Wright, be- 
gan to sell last August like a house 
afire. It is still selling. 

“The Winning of Barbara Worth,” 
I consider, is a commonplace story told 
in & commonplace fashion. 


“Magazines Hurt Business.” 

“However this book has demon- 
strated one thing. President Rey- 
nolds of the Book Supply Co. of Chi- 
cago, which put out “The Winning of 
Barbara Worth,” told me that they 
had focused all their selling power 
and directed all their advertising to 
the exploitation of this one book, And 
it would be a good thing for the re- 
tail dealers if all the publishers 
would do this. It would bring about 
a smaller range of titles on the mar- 
ket each season, the books would 
be in petter Hiterary form, and tie 
retail dealer would not have to take 
chances on such a miscellaneous lot. 

“The magazines have hurt the book 
business immensely. The magazine 
that published Robert Chambers’ 
“The Common Law’ could not print 
enough copies to meet the circula- 
tion, which went up tn bounds, Then 
the story appeared in book form and 
though Chambers,is one of the most 
popular fiction writers in America, 
there was practically no call for the 
book,

Their only 
value to the store is that after they 
leave they unconsciously become adver- 
tisers for the store. They will say, for 
instance, to their friends: 


‘““*E was reading such and such a story 
down at Jett’s,’ and in that way they 
keep the name before the public. 


“But there is another class of persons, 
friends of the store, that must be cul- 
tivated. These are persons who like to 
come in to rest and spend half an hour 
writing their notes and looking areund. 





While they are in the store they ‘often 
see something they want. 

Woolcock says there are not enough 
books being sold in St. Louls now to 
keep one large store busy. He says 
that anything that attracts the at- 
tention of the public for the time, hurts 
the book business. During the ten days 
that the Titanic disaster was getting so 
much attention in the press, Woolcock 
says, the book business was at a stand- 
still. He has hopes, however, for the 
future of the business, when the reading 
public adjusts itself to changed con- 
ditions. 

In the schedule of debts owed to the 
Jett Book & Stationary Co., filed with 
the petition in bankruptcy, Wednesday, 
it was set forth that hundreds of prom- 
inent persons owed the store amounts 
varying from five cents to many dol- 
lars. The city. of St. Louis was found 
to be a debter for 50 cents, while other 
debtors were the Board of Education, 
the American Baptist Publishing Soci- 
ety and the Church of the Ascension.

LID CLUB INFLUENCE. 
The one point in the grand jury’s partial report 


on lid clubs which overtops in importance every- 
thing else is the following conclusion: 


That certain persons, who profit by the con- 
tinuance of lid clubs, wield a potent influence 
in the disposition of cases against these places. 


This is a definite statement of the conviction 
of the grand jurymen, after careful investigation, 
that the processes of law-enforcement are tam- 
pered with for the benefit of certain law-breakers 
by “men of influence;” in short, that favored 
offenders enjoy “protection” from the penalties of 
law violation. 

There is no influence more corrupting and more 
menacing to the welfare of the community than 
that which blocks enforcement of law against in- 
fluential persons.

Emphasizing its conclusion concerning the fail- 
ure to prosecute, the grand jury finds 21 indict- 
ments on evidence in which warrants were re- 
fused or leniency prevented the enforcement of 
penalties. ;

TWO PAY DAYS A MONTH. 
Taking judicial notice of the everyday experi- 
ence of mankind, as it says, the Supreme Court 
of Missouri holds that to fix pay days at infre- 
quent intervals is to impose hardships on the 
average wage-earner of limited means. On the 
other hand the court declares that “any law which 
encourages people to work, by holding out as- 
surances that they snall promptly receive the 
wages tucy earn, tends to encourage honest ef- 
fort and helps to build up an industrious, thrifty 
and self-respecting people.” 
The city of St. Louis does not believe in “en- 
couraging honest effort” among its employes by 
any such scheme as providing for the prompt 
payment of what they earn. If you work for 
the city, you get your pay only once a month. 
When the bosses get into a quarrel at the city 
hall, it may be held up mich longer. Teachers 
and other employes of the educational system 
throughout Missouri are paid off only at monthly 
intervals. The State Government provides by 
law that railroads must have semi-monthly pay 
days, but the State pays its own employes once 
a month. 
The State should itself do what it compels 
the railroads to do. St. Louis and other Missouri 
cities and Missouri school boards should not with- 
hold help which the court says will build up a 
thriftv se:f-respecting people. At least two pay 
days a month should be the rule.

The replies 
make this showing: In county jails, 
males 89, females 38; total 127. On poor 
farms, males 39, females 35; total 74. 
Living with relatives, males 92, females 
64; total 156. Making the grand total! 
of insane persons who get no care from 
the State 220 males and 137 females, 357 
in ‘all. He discovered incidentally that 
there are also 176 idiots for whose care 
no provision is made. There are, in 
other words, something over 500 mentally 
infirm people in Texas who can get no 
care from the State. 

The figures are themselves so eloquent 
in their condemnation of the State’s de- 
linquence that one feels the futility of 
words to make their stigma more poig- 
nant.
